The nrwf'cliriBtian" powers of hnrope 
have .inltrd in declaring n blockade 
Mainst the island ol Crete. There were 
deeds enough o! shame written in the 
record ol those nations before, but .era- 
in they b«ve discounted abame anil due 
„ lower dcptb of dishonor unto thorn- 
Mlves. After thi, deed, then, is no 
dei.th of moral abatement to which we 
may not expect them lo Etoor-. 


For tbiE blockade iB a blockade of 


starvRtion.and it iB directed against the 
Christian people alonn ol Crete. Tho 
Moslems nw without interference brine 
food and clothing to the island; they 
need not starve. But the Christian peo 
pie, who already are on the point o 
tarnishing, if tood ii brought to them it 
must be brought despite the cannon o 
KuBBia, 
England, Germany, France 


Austria and Italy. They are to b 
starved into .nbmisslon, theae cbns 
tians, while Moslem murderers ma 
grow fat on the food allowed to them 
oy monarchs who dare to prate of tbei 
Christianity. The story would be un 
believable were it not a matter ol world 
wide notoriety that it is true. 


An incident related in the dispatch 


illustrates bow fixed is the determin 
tion oi the powers to starve the Cretan 
into subjection. Akrotiri i. situated o 
a peninsula. It is bosieged by Turks o 
the land Bide, and on the t:;.c 0. t >o 
water are the foreign warships, us 
Christian people are on the verge o 
Starvation. In the desperation born of 
hunger, they sent to the foreign war- 
chips a plea that they be supplied with 
food. The plea oi those starving people 
was refused, even while food con d be 
taken at will to thb bcsireing Moslems. 
Food for brown Mohammedan cutthroats 
and starvation for white- Christians, this 
is the rule of action which landed tlio 
commanders, who acted under mstruc- 
tioiis from their respective courts. 


While this plan ol action still existed 


only in intent, Gladstone lifted Ins voice 
in protest against it. Thereupon did a 
San Francisco paper, with a degree of 
puBillanimity which • seems impossible 
under inch degree of enlightenment aB 
the American people have attained, re- 
mark that Gladatone always inclined 
rather to oratory than to stateBinanship. 
Evidently in the opinion of that petty 
sheet it ie statesmanship which prompts 
the nationB to starve and throttle a 
Christian race in Crete, whilo they give 
the right hand of comfort to Moslem as- 
sassins; 
in its 
opinion, too, It i« 


oratory, oe distinguished from sla.es- 
manship, lo denounce this deed as a 
crime compared with which all ordinary 
crimes sink into insignificance. 
If the 


paper ie correct in its opinion, may be 
tribe of orators increase and may the 
tribe of statesmen forever die, as it 
Bhould. There is no room for contro- 
versv in Ibis matter; it is a plain choice 
between denouncing unspeakable crime 
and upholding it.

It baa been hopeful, even agamflt 


hope, that the better feeling of the pen- 
pie ol Europe would prevail against the 
will of their kings and money-lendera. 
Perhap« it still i« not too late to indulge 
in Borne remnant ol that hope, but the 
hour for it seems to be rapidly passing. 
The blockade has been declared; tlio 
process of starving Christians has be- 
gun- "Christinn" Europe is displaying 
ft, brand ol Christianity by upholding 
the blood-stained bands of Mobamme- 
dans in their work of murder. H this 
crime-iE not to set it ineffaceable blot on 
the closing year, ol the nineteenth 
century, the great event which will put 
» quietus upon it must very soon take 
place.
